He contends he is u nder 
the protection of civil service.

attem pted removal may send the case 
to the cou rts for a decision. 
While the campaign was in pro­ 
gress and since the election the claim 
has often been made here is n<> vrflid 
state civil service law. The statem ent 
received today by state employes ad 
mlts the existence of the law. bu t c o n ­ 
tends it is not responsive to the pro­ 
visions of the constitu tion and does 
not operate to protect those now in 
office. 
Past competitive examinations are 
declared 
illegal 
becau se 
there 
has 
been no classification of entp’oyes as 
requ ired, and the noncompetitive ex­ 
aminations held 
for those in 
stale 
service are held void becau se the law 
does not provide for anything save 
competitive examinations. 
,The qu estions raised are legal and 
proper for review in the cou rts. 
It 
is possible the law will be tested in 
cou rt if it is disregarded. 
The pay­ 
ment of state salaries wou ld be in­ 
volved in su ch a case and the state 
au ditor 
and 
treasu rer 
wou ld 
fare 
trou ble if they paid salaries, the le­ 
gality of which wou ld be in dispu te 
In other places where similar sit 
nations have arisen 1he au ditor and 
treasu rer have declined to pay sal­ 
aries u ntil 
the cou rts 
decided the 
proper claimant.
